Cookies also may contiiin mformatian ■ 
about your personal preferences. For 
example, a newsletter site might tune 
cookies to tell it to display -files uikinut 
companies in which you are interested.

On Friday, the Dow slid 143 
points, with most of that loss coming over 
the final hour of trading. 

“ft’s hot- a happy pattern to see selling 
at close,” said Ronald J. Hill, investment

Co., suggesting that strength in bonds 
and continued signs of bargain-hunting 
indicate the market is “building toward a 
pretty good bottom?'
